Masked Mighwaymen WHold Up an Agent
and Seonre Twaaly Thousand Dollars at
nsnotn Fa Depol
Cotogano Bpuixas, Cor., Nov, 12—

Tlia Wells Fargo Expraps Company has

given out the following official state-

munt regardlog the robMery al the Santa

Fe depot nbont 10 o'clock last night:
“Twenty thousand dollurs was sent

from Dauyur to the First National Bank
of Uolorado Springs am{ in the slter-
noon, This money was in gurrency of
small denominations, aud was received
abiout 4 o'clock nod too late to be de-
Iived to the bank. The package con-
taluning the money wus placed in the
depot safe and both doors locked.
Thors was nothing to iodicate ile
value. Evidently 4he thieves knew
of dts existoncs.

went to the platform to straighton the
trncks, which were standing there, and
when be ro'urned to the oflice ho was
met at the door by two masked men
with drawn rovolvers. The packaze
containing the $20,000 was demanded,
and tho sgent was compolled to open
tho sate and giveit up. The agent said
nothing abont the remaining packagos,
and the robbors left at once. The
standing rewnrids of $300 oach lor iulor.
mation or arrest of the robbers of
conrsn holds good, and the amount will
nndaubtedly be incroased,”
